This is almost the only exciting feature about today's 
primary election in this county, which is largely uncon­ 
tested.

From 1941 to 1946 hundreds of 
thousands of additional employee's 
were placed on the | lay roll—many 
of whom were needed—to take 
ane of the enormous increase in 
Hie Washington workload — aud 
fed tape. 
The correspondence 
that was carried on and the forms 
that were filled out doubled or 
trebled almost overnight. 
Private employers who tried to 
buy typewriter# in thoec days 
were always told that the govern­ 
ment was taking them all. The 
amount of paper work that was 
processed was appalling. There 
were reports, for instance, that to 
buy mu* typewriter required the 
filling out of a dozen or more dif­ 
ferent forms which, with eight or 
IO copies of each form, ran the 
total to more titan IOO copies. 
That the government went all 
out for typewritten jstjsT work is 
indicated by lite surplus tvy* 
writers it now Int'' on its I lands. 
As typewriters are not being sold 
in large quantities, Congress will 
do the Inisirtess-like thing if it 
forbids new purchases for many 
years.
